Will you make the injection?" 


"I would do so most willingly," Dr. 


Billings replied, "were it not so much 
better to have it done by a resident phy- 
sician." 


"Very well, then," rejoined M. Pasteur, 


"I will send for Dr. Grancher, my assist- 
ant, and ask him to come this evening. 
If he can come I will gladly inoculate the 
children to-night. Return to your hotel 
and wait." 


Scarcely had the soup, with which tile 


dinner was begun, been finished when 
word was brought that M. Pasteur and 
his assistant would be ready for the party 
at seven o'clock. 


THK OPERATION. 


It is scarcely necessary to say that we 


were punctually in the laboratory, where, 
at the hour named, gathered all the mem- 
bers of the party, including Mr. Ryan. 
We had to wait a few minates while M. 
Pasteur inoculated a Hungarian officer, 
who had been bitten a fortnight ago at 
Pesth, by the mad dog of a druggist. This 
officer, who was a handsome fellow, had 
been badly bitten on the right arm. When 
he came out of the laboratory, Dr. Gran- 
cher produced a vial of virus, sponges 
and lancets. 


"Begin with the eldest first," directed 


M. Pinleur, whereupon the youngest at 
once began to bawl, but was soon quiet- 
ed. Young Lane was chosen as the first 
subject, seated in a chair and told to un- 
cover his abdomen. M. Pasteur was 
seated close to the boy on the right, and 
Dr. Grancher in front. 
The latter filled 


his syringe, gathered up a portion of the 
flesh near the naval, anil before the boy 
really realized 
what 
was happening, 


had 
thrust 
in 
the 
instrument, 


and 
the 
inoculation 
was 
safely 


over. The turns of Fitzgerald, Reynolds 
and Ryan then followed. Each of the 
children bore the operation bravely. The 
whole operation lasted less than a quar- 
ter of an hour. 
M. Pasteur did not look 


at the wounds, but he was full of gentle- 
iies.-. and sympathy for the children. At 
Dr. Billings' request, the savant was in- 
foimed that the Doctor had six dogs 
locked up which had been bitten by the 
animal from whose mad fury the children 
were sufferers. 


"Kill them, kill them, kill them," he 


said, with gieat emphasis. 


"But," said Dr. Billings, "I want to 


keep them and sec if they will so mad. 
The result will test the value of yonr op- 
eration in the case of these children." 


,'Ah, very good! Excellent!" responded 


M. Pasteur. 


Dr. Billings asked permission to visit 


other parts of the laboratory, and M. Pas- 
teur sighed: "Yes, you shall see all to- 
morrow. I will show you everything. I 
will take you to see my dogs and give you 
some%irusto take to America." When 
asked how many cases like these he had 
had, he replied: "Let me see, these make 
114 since the beginning." 


"How many cases have you now under 


your charge?" 


"About twenty, and all are doing well." 


When asked: "How long do you want us 
to stay in Paris?" he replied: "I will be 
glad iJ you remain at least eight or ten 
days. Drive the boys around in'tlie morn- 
ing so that I can look at them and tell 
when they will require another injec- 
tion." 


Thus we left. The children are now 


sleeping peacefully in apparent content- 
ment and good health.

THIBTY TEAKS ON ONE COBNIR. 


Imboden Brothers Make Their Usual Big

In this newer portion of the United 


States population changes very rapidly, 
and business changes not • whit more 
slowly.
